fourteenth decennial census, *to be 
taken In 1920. , 

The last Congress granted an an* 
proprintlon for the work, and :i 
force of several hundred clerks Is 
husy in the Census Bureau making 
the necessary pmpar.'tlcno tor tho 
huge task, which nvrst lie accom- 
plished In a few we l.s. 

For this Immense Job. the bu- 
reau's regular force of about four 
hundred employees will be expand- 
ed to 85.000 or more. The ap- 
propriation which Congress has 
made for the work Is .fJil.r.nii.nOii. 
This amount covers also the ordin- 
ary expenses of the bureau during 
1!»19. 

The census will Include not only 
enumeration of tta population of 
the United Stutos, continental and 
Insular, but also a canvass of the 
agricultural, manufacturing, min- 
ing ami quarry, oil nnd gus and 
other liiterc-ts for all tho states M 
well as for the District of Columbia, 
Ala ka, Hawaii.
